Pope Appeals To Children 


The Holy Father spoke in the language of children to 
the children of the United States recently. He told them 
that the children of most of Europe “are hungry, some of 
them are starving, and many of them are going to die so very 
young. They shiver in the cold, their clothes are thin and 
worn, some of them have only rags to cover their frail 
bodies, have no stockings, no shoes. Their mothers who love 
them just as your mother loves you can give them only a bite 
to eat at the end of the day. 


“When school is over you put on your warm overcoats, 
wrap up well and go out to play even in the snow, because 
your shoes and your stockings are warm and protect you 
securely from the cold and wet. When evening comes you 
will sit down to a warm supper which mother has prepared 
to make you grow up healthy and happy. But you must 
know that there are other millions of children in Europe and 


_in the far east whose life is very different. They are young 


boys and girls just your age, and they, too, should be growing 
happy and healthy. Instead they are falling victims to dread- 
ful diseases.”

Of Mans Ills And Couldnt Solve 
Problem Of Death, Mrs. Luce Writes 


In Story Of Her Conversion To Catholic 
Church She Tells Why She Turned From 
Teachings Of ‘Liberals’ To Those Of Christ 


New York, Mar. 5.—(NC)—An about-face in her atti- 
tude toward communism, from the belief that “it offered the 
best possible formula for perfecting the imperfect god, So- 
ciety,” which she worshipped as a “Liberal,” to the realiza- 
tion that it had no real answer to the problems of sin and 
suffering, of injustice, greed, lust, cruelty and insanity and 


no answer at all to the problem? 


of death, is described by Clare 
Boothe Luce in the story of her 
conversion to Catholicism. 


Writing in the March issue of 
McCall’s Magazine, Mrs. Luce 
takes up the second part of her 
personal account, begun in the 
same publication last month. 


“Tt seemed to me, in the boom 
days and in the depression days, 
indeed until the very time of the 
Hitler-Stalin pact,” she acknowl- 
edges, “that communism offered 
the best possible formula for per- 
fecting the imperfect god, So- 
ciety, which all the ‘Liberals’ now 
worshipped. I was completely will- 
ing to believe until then that the 
core of the world’s troubles had 
been created by international 
bankers, stockbrokers, monopolists 
and industrialists who ground the 
faces of the poor and sent the 
flower of youth into battle time 
and time again to protect their 
profits.” 


“Tt was the emotional content, 
so subtly Christian and Jewish, 
that made communism appealing 
to me for a long time,” she pro- 
fesses. “And certainly the so-call- 
ed ‘early or primitive Christian- 
ity’ content is what Marxian 
strategists and apologists stress 
at every opportunity in this coun- 
try.” 

But when put to the test, she 
found, communism was _ increas- 
ingly found wanting in its claim to 
produce a more brotherly race of 
men, and the parallel with primi- 
tive Christianity broke down at its 
most vital point: love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself. 

“T am older now, and although 
I have seen the unhappy practical 
aspects of communism working 
out, not only in Russia, but in Po- 
land, the Balkans, Yugoslavia and 
China,” she asserts, “I have seen 
also that there exists much human 
suffering which cannot be traced to 
any economic or political causes.”

Detroit, March 8.—(NC)—Her 
+b gecin comment ensacng | to 
the presence of His Eminence Kon- 
rad Cardinal von Preysing, Bishop 
of Berlin, in this country was 
mildly inflammatory” and liable “tg 
arouse religious and racial hatred,’ 
Nicholas J: Wagener of Detroit, 
national chaitman of the Amer- 
icanism committee of the Catholic 
War Veterans, has written to Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt. 


Mrs. Roosevelt, in her column 
“My Day,” had declared that while 
she was not questioning the “high 
character” of the Bishop of Berlin, 
she felt that it was a mistake for 
a religious group to try to create a 
“too sympathetic and uncritical at- 
titude” toward a nation respon- 
sible for two World Wars by bring- 
ing the prelate to the United 
States. She referred also to the 
American tour of Pastor ‘Martin 
Niemoeller, sponsored by the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America. 


Mr. Wagener reviewed in his let- 
ter the record of Cardinal von 
Preysing as an opponent to the 
nazi ideology, and said: “He fought 
for the same principles and for the 
same cause as we Americans 
fought ... his efforts in defense 
of humanity should allay the fears 
—even of the skeptical.” 


“The Catholic eae | and 
clergy, and a courageous Protes- 
tant group,” he set forth, “were the 
only ones who openly condemned 
and resisted Hitler in his persecu- 
tion of the Jewish people and 
smaller nations. In retaliation for 
such opposition, the Catholics were 
second only to the Jews in the

Mr. Hogan, a graduate student 
at the University of Notre Dame, 
has just returned to Notre Dame 
from a seven months visit to Eur- 
ope. During his visit he was a 
United States delegate to the 
World Student Conference at 
Prauge; and to the Pax Romana 
Conference at Fribourg, Switzer- 
land, and did special research in 
Italy, France and other countries. 
He also svent three years in Eur- 
ope with the American Army in 
World War II. 

Although the shooting war has 
been over for almost two years in 
Europe, he said, “there is still a 
tremendous contrast between exist- 
ing unrest and instability and the 
aaa that the people of Europe 

ave hoped for.” Europeans, as a 
whole, knew that “the road to 
pence would be long and difficult,” 

e added, but they believe “the 
state of instability and uncertain- 
ty has been unduly prolonged to 
the advantage of the Soviet 
Union.” 

The prestige of the United 
States is high in Europe today and 
Europeans, as a whoie, are look- 
ing to us for leadership and help. 
In fact, many are looking to the 
Americans to preserve the values 
of Western civilization that are so 
threatened today by well-financed, 
well-organized, skillfully-led com- 
munist minorities in various Eur- 
opean countries. The great ma- 
jority of Europeans despise Com- 
munism, but unless they are aided 
with food and other necessities, 
and their industries are rehabili- 
tated, communism will continue to 
gain, because Communism thrives 
on hunger, misery and despair. 

Mr. Hogan was introduced by 
John V. Hinkel, Director of Pub- 
lic Information at the University 
of Notre Dame, who presided at 
the meeting.

We hope that the school chil-

Instead of speaking of the un- 
fairness of the use of some public 
funds for the bus transportation 
of some non-public school children, 
people should speak of the unfair- 
ness of taking a vast amount of, 
tax money from Catholics—and 
turning it over to the public 
schools.

UROPE is cold, Europe is hun- 

gry, Europe is sick—and above 
all, Europe must be saved from 
the throes of despair. These were 
the words of a delegate of War 
Relief Services-National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, returned a 
short while ago from an eight 
months’ trip overseas.

THE successor of Pope Zacharius is com- 

monly listed as Stephen II, because the 
one who took that name died suddenly be- 
fore he was crowned Pope. 

With the election of Stephen began the 
custom of using the “Sedia gestatoria” or 
the Pontifical Chair, borne by twelve of 
the noble guards, for the carrying of the 
Pope at his installation, and on important 
ecclesiastical celebrations. 


During this Pontificate the Exarchate 
of Ravenna was abolished after it had been 
occupied by a representative of Constan- 
tinople for nearly 200 years. 

Pope Stephen visited Pepin in France 
despite efforts of Astolphus to prevent it. 
While in France the Pope renewed the 
ceremony of Pepin’s coronation, following 


Era Of The 
Lombard Rule 


ASTOLPHUS, King of the Lombards, 

jealous of his own power, seized Rav- 
enna and marched at the head of an army 
into Roman territory. Checked in his 
efforts to create trouble he signed a treaty 
of peace which was to endure for forty 
years. However he broke it within four 
months, whereupon Stephen appealed to 
Pepin, the Frankish King. The trouble 
which the Emperor of Constantinople was 
having with the Turks prevented him from 
assisting Astolphus. 

Astolphus tried again to lay siege to 
Rome, and threatened to destroy the city 
and the surrounding area by fire and sword. 
His soldiers did burn down dwellings and 
churches. 

Pepin returned to Rome’s rescue with an- 
other army, overcame the Lombard King, 
who renewed his promises to behave and 
let the Church alone. 

The eastern Emperor demanded some of 
the territory conquered by Pepin, but he 
did not receive it.

Albany, Mar. 83—(NC)—Deferal 
of legislation on discrimination in 
education until the report of the 
Young Commission on the need for 
a State university is submitted has 
been recommended to the mem- 
bers of the New York Legislature 
by the New York State Catholic 
Welfare Committee.

Pasch to bring him forth to the people. 
Peter therefore was kept in prison. But 
prayer was made without ceasing by the 
Church unto God for him.” That is, by 
the instinct of self-preservation, she prayed 
for her head. 

“A few years later another Apostle, after 
glorious labors by land and sea, and mis- 
sions of unrivalled success, was seized and 
imprisoned in this same city of Jerusalem 
and in danger of his life. But we do not 
hear of prayers being offered up without 
ceasing even for Paul, the Doctor of the 
nations. The Church’s safety was not 
bound up with his, any more than with that 
of James and, therefore, not even of the 
great preacher ‘in labors more abundant 
than all,” are we told that in the hour of 
danger ‘prayer was made without ° ceas- 
ing by the Church unto God for him.’ 
James and Paul were most distinguished 
members, but Peter was more.” 

In the Roman Pontifical on the “Con- 
secration of Kings,” we read: 

“The most august thing on earth is the 
royal dignity; but it is full of danger, 
solicitude and fatigue. All power comes 
from God, but human kings reign, and 
legislatures fix the laws. You will there- 
fore be obligated to give an account to God 
of the flock which is confided to you. Above 
all, observe the duties of pity, and serve the 
Lord your God with all your soul, and with 
a pure heart. Maintain with firmness 
before the whole world justice, without 
which no society can last, and distribute 
to the good their proper reward, and to 
the wicked their proper punishment. Pro- 
tect the widows and orphans, the poor and 
the weak against all oppression. Be gra- 
cious to all who seek to approach you, mild 
and affable, for that beseems the royal 
dignity. Fulfill your functions in life, so 
that men may say that you governed not 
in your own interest, but in that of the 
people, and expect the recompense of your 
good actions not on this earth, but in 
heaven.”

Popes Of The Eighth 
Century 


Upon his return to Rome he was received 
with great jubiliation by all the people. 

L‘Abbe Darras says of this Pope, “He 
left to his successors a power increased by 
his fearless constancy in the midst of the 
most critical junctures and the most varied 
fortunes.” ,

This Pope’s election was contested by 
an anti-Pope, Theophylatus, but with ne 
success. He was able to maintain the 
supremacy of the Holy See over the city 
of Rome and Central Italy, while continuing 
the opposition of his predecessors against 
the new Emperor Constantine V and his 
Iconoclasm. 

He authorized the bodies of saints and 
martyrs removed from Catacombs and 
placed in the various churches. 

94 Stephen 11! (TV) 

The Papacy ‘was vacant for thirteen 
months following the death of St. Paul I, 
due to disturbances created by those whe 
lost civil power through the intervention 
of Pepin. 

Duke Toto had his brother Constantine 
proclaimed Pope although he was only a 
layman. The Roman people, supported by 
the King of the Lombards, seized the per- 
son of this anti-Pope, whereupon the proper 
procedure was followed in the election of 
Stephen III (IV), in August, 768. The 
Pope immediately arranged for a Council 
to be held in Rome, and appealed to the 
sons of Pepin to send Bishops from France 
to do the same. In response they did send 
twelve Bishops, who witnessed the de- 
gradation of the anti-Pope and heard the 
‘new decree, which provided that “no one 
should be eligible to the pontificate who was 
not already priest or deacon.” 

The Council also took action against the 
Iconoclast heresy, and declared’ what had 
always been the Catholic teaching—but 
which must be frequently reiterated even 
today because of Protestant misrepresenta- 
tion—namely, “the faithful do not adore 
the images of the saints, for that would be 
idolatry; but they honor them because they 
awaken feelings of devotion and charity 
in the heart.”

Pope Urian I| is often credited with being 
the founder of the “temporal power of the 
Popes,” because it was to him that Charle- 
magne “donated” large territory which was 
held by the Popes for eleven centuries, 

The Lombards were threatening to con- 
trol all of Italy when Charlemagne inter- 
ferred, conquered them, and enabled the 
Pope better to attend to his office of pro- 
moting religion, spirituality, and peace 
throughout Christendom. 

During his Pontificate the Seventh Gen- 
eral Council, known as the Second Council 
of Nice, was held, in which the Catholic

Astolphus died in 756, and the Pope the 
next year. 

The Eastern Emperor, observing the 
close relationship between the King of 
France and the Pope, strove to win the 
friendship of Pepin, but to no avail. In 
order to show his resentment against 
the Emperor’s war against the images, 
Pepin called a Council at Gentilly (767) at 
which the true significance of the venera- 
tion of images was declared. 

The name “Canons” was first given to 
those clerics who lived in common under 
a particular rule. 

Pepin’s two sons inherited his states. 
Their names were Charles, soon thereafter 
to be known as Charlemagne or Charles the 
Great, and Carloman. 

Now troops moved again from the area 
of the Lombards. Its king Didier, visit- 
ing Rome on the pretense of having a con- 
ference with Pope Stephen, had the Pope 
locked up for the purpose of starving him 
to death. However, Stephen was freed by 
the same ones who led action against the 
anti-Pope. : 

Didier now tried to alienate Charlemagne 
and Carloman from the Holy See. To that 
end he proposed to them a double marriage, 
that of his own daughter to one, and that 
of his sister to the other. The two mon- 


archs were already married, but their}. 


mother, the widow of Pepin, Bertrade, pre- 
vailed on them to accept the offer of Didier. 
The Pope understood that the one motive 
of the Lombard King was to gain strength 
needed to attack-the independence of the 
Holy See. Through messengers the Pope 
apprised Charlemagne and his brother that 
marriage was indissoluble. Despite this 
Charlemagne put away his wife to marry 
Didier’s daughter.

After a year Charle- 
magne sent Desiderata back to her father. 
This so incensed the Lombard™King that 
he began to seek reconciliation with Pope 
Stephen, who died soon thereafter. 

As might be assumed the Lombard King 
did not like the friendliness of Charlemagne 
for the Church. But Didier was forced out 
of office, and the Lombard rule over the 
Ravenna section of Italy, covering a period 
of 200 years, was ended.

I entertain the opinion now that 
the resentment I felt precluded 
spiritual experience and objective 
appreciation.

Whatever the present situation 
the place of the temple remains a 
holy place.

There 
Solomon had built the first mag- 
nificent temple, Zorobabel the sec- 
ond, and Herod the third. There 
was the Holy of Holies for a thou- 
sand years. There Christ Was pre- 
sented; there he astounded the 
lawyers and doctors; there he was 
tempted by the devil; there he was 
angry with the money changers; 
there he preached and worked 
miracles. There the veil was rent. 
There not a stone was left upon a 
stone. 
Mohammed came, and there they 
built a beautiful mosque in the six 
hundreds. There the Crusaders 
came in one thousand and trans- 
formed the mosque into a Chris- 
tian sanctuary. “The fatal hill of 
Moriah” is indeed a holy place, but 
I had shut my heart and felt “ap- 
pallingly little” of all this history 
and holiness until after I had gone.

judges could relieve themselves of 
the antecedent prejudices they 
have built tip by long acquaint- 
ance with that kind of a law. Our 
forefathers held “taxation without 
representation” to be “tyranny,” 


the tax money of Catholics and use 
it entirely fer public schools, but, 
in some states, an excise tax, 
amounting to, say, $2.00 per head, 
is collected from all children in the 
state, and then turned over to the 
public. schools. The principal of 
every Catholic and Lutheran school 
must report to the state once a 
year the number of children at- 
tending his school and then the 
local community will receive from 
the state a bonus for each public 
school child.

Catholics Save Millions 
For The Taxpayers 

Since Catholics are 80% urban, 
only a small proportion of the 
children attending the parochial 
schools will ever need the bus; 
since they constitute from 31% to 
67% of the total population of the 
50™“largest cities in the United 
States, it is assumed that they pay 
from one-third to two-thirds of the 
school tax, and as munificent bene- 
factors let it all be used for the 
their non-Catholic 
neighbors. In cities where they 
live the cost of educating each 
child is from $100.00 to $200.00. In 


«|the city of Chicago, for instance, 


190,000 children are being educated 
by Catholics. Even if it cost only

Our 
attention has frequently been call- 
ed to the showing of movies in 
publie schools designed to glorify 
Soviet Russia. Teachers have told 
us that the children are so af-

Bill Backed By Taft 
Called Inconsistent 


Commenting on a Federal Aid 
Bill sponsored by Senater Taft, 
America calls attention to an in- 
‘consistency in the honorable gen- 
tleman’s reasoning. The Bill recog- 
nizes the parental right to control 
the education of the child, but if 
'parents decide to educate their 
child in the school of their choice, 
they must be penalized for ~‘. 
America’s editor says of the Taf 
Bill: 

“Parents may, without anyone’s 
permission, send their children to 
the school of their choice, but if 
they choose non-public school 
‘they cut themselves and their chil- 
‘dren off from State and Federal 
‘assistance in carrying the burdens 
the choice imposes—burdens which 
ithe State and Federal Government 
‘will assume if the choice settles 
upon sending the child to a public 
school.” 

If the average non-Catholic is 
inclined to take for granted that a 
Catholic school, elementary or sec- 
ondary, is inferior, grade for 
grade, to a public school of the 
same character, he should try. to 
\ascertain whether his judgment is 
correct or not. If he entertains the 
notion that in the parochial school 
much of the day is taken up with 
the subject of religion, he should 
make an investigation to’ satisfy 
himself that he is either right or 
wrong. The Catholic Church would 
court such an investigation, be- 
cause in practically every competi- 
tive test im our cities and towns, 
Catholic schools have taken more 
first than last prizes.

Grace Livingston

lievers have behaved themselves 
when they might have, perhaps, 
more  pleasurably misbehaved; 
thousands of men and women, mis- 
sionaries, are sweating and shiv- 
ering in foreign countries, with no 
money and no natural future, for 
the sake of teaching true Religion 
to those without it; men and wo- 
men, boys and girls, have gone to 
their death cheerful, in the con- 
viction that God would reward 
their constancy—and a man does- 
n't ordinarily lay down his life 
for a probability, much less a 
patch of inspiring fiction! 

How does Marx meet all this? 
What are his counter-arguments? 
How does he demonstrate the non- 
existence of “tod and the futility 
of all this heroism? What is his 
logic ? 

Perhaps you have already gues- 
sed it. Setting himself up as an 


oracle against humanity, he very 
snobbishly ignores the whole thing. 


“The charges against Commun- 
ism made from a religious, a phil- 
osophical and generally from an 
ideological standpoint,” he wrote 
‘im the Communist Manifesto, “are 
not deserving of serious examina- 
tion.” 


In other words, the man never 
examined the evidence. Religion 
was condemned unheard—So let 
no one be duped into imagining 
that Marx had developed telling 
arguments against Religion or 
that after years of long study he 
came to the conclusion, consci- 
entiously formed, that there is no 
God. That was not the case. He 
simply laid it down as a dogma 
with nothing to back it except 
his own say-so. (The Catholic 
accepts a dogma, finally, on God’s 
say-so, and we call it Faith.) 


Full Stomachs 
And Warm Bodies 


In line with his materialism 
(which we exploded last week) 
and with the logic of the mad- 


= 


house, Marx goes on to develop | 
what he calls the Materialistic In- | 
terpretation of History — also 
known as the Economic Interpre- 
tation of History. 


According to this, our society is 
governed in everything by the ec- 
onomic needs of the people. Other 
motives may appear on the sur- 
face, but at bottom everyone is 
set in motion by the need of keep- 
ing his stomach full and his body 
warm. 


“Historical events thus appear 
on the whole to be likewise gov- 
erned by chance. But where on 
the surface accidcnt holds sway, 
there actually it is always gov- 
erned by inner, hidderi laws and it 
is only a matter of discovering 
these laws.” 


What are these laws? 
of economy, of course. 


Here again we smell a blunder. 
Marx is generalizing—and the one 
who generalizes very often betrays 
himself as a sloppy thinker. A 
generalization, you know, is a' 
blanket-statement: “Everybody’s | 
doing it;” “Catholics are ignor- 
ant;” “There is no such thing as 
a good movie,” etc. 


The smart man thinks a long 
time before he hands out a gen- 
eral’ statement, for just as soon 
as he says “All swans are white,” 
someone’s sure to find a black 
swan and prove him a liar. So he 
will very prudently leave himself 
a loophole to climb through by 
saying “Practically all swans are 
white,” or “I’ve never seen a swan 
that wasn’t white.” 


Anyway, here we've caught 
Marx in a general statement. “All 
history,” he said, “is governed 
finally by economic laws.” To 
make a liar out of him, all we 
have to do is find one trend, one 
migration, one war, that was not 
caused by economic needs. 


And that’s easy. We'll find, in 
fact. that it’s often easy to make 
a liar out of Marx. His system) 
leaks badily. But that makes no/| 
difference to a Marxist, for Marx | 
is more than just another old-fas- | 
hioned philosopher to him; Marx | 
is the new Messias, leading hum- | 
anity out of the dark and into the | 
sunlight. |

Economics Only A 
Contributing Factor 


But we can go on with equal 
facility reeling off one example 
after another of events that were- 
n’t economic at base. Economics 
may have been ‘a contributing fac- 
tor, but that won’t do for Marx: 
he insists that economic plays the 
leading role. 


Let’s take the rise and spread| 


of Christianity then. What did 
it have to do with the laws of sup- 
ply and demand, with the quantity 
or quality of food in people’s 
stomachs, or the clothes on- their | 
backs? The world was prosper- 
ous and at peace when Our Lord 
was born. And yet His teachings 
took hold and overran the earth, 
revolutionizing society with a 
thoroughness greater than Marx 
dares dream of. 


Or let’s take art—Marx is pe- 
culiarly vulnerable from this point 
of attack. Perhaps if he had gone 
to a concert once in a while in- 
stead of worrying so much about 
problems of money-grubbing, he 
wouldn’t have been so pathetically 
lop-sided! 

Ancient Greece achieved a cli- 
max during the period roughly 
known as the Age of Pericles and 
centering around the Fifth Cen- 
tury Before Christ. Genius 
bloomed in profusion. In the dra- 
ma, Aeschylus was followed by 
Sophocles, by Euripides, by Ar- 
istophanes; among historians, Her# 
odotus lived with Thucydides and 
Xenophon; in wisdom, Plato learn- 
ed from Socrates, and Aristotle 
from Plato; the style of the Greek 
temple was developed, using now | 
Doric, now Ionic, now Tuscan col- | 
umns; Phideas, Polyclitus, and 
Praxiteles vied with one another | 
in sculpture. | 

Marx has the choice either of 
ignoring such an outpouring of 
the spirit—as well he might, since 
his fiat denies existence to spirit- | 
ual values—or he must explain it | 
by saying that there must have | 
been lots of meat and potatoes for | 
everyone in the Greece of that day. |

may think we are asking too 
much from the common people 
during Lent, but we are asking 
far less than is sought from the 
people of any other diocese. The 
difference is that in our diocese 
it is restricted to Lent, while in 
other dioceses there are drives 
scattered throughout the year, 
such as for the diocesan paper 
on one occasion, for Propagation 
of the Faith members on an- 
other, for diocesan charities on 
another, for the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Men and Women 
on another, etc. Those drives are 
usually intensive and seek larger 
amounts than your Bishop does. 
We have designedly restricted 
all these collections to the season 
of Lent in order that the people 
might keep mindful of their ob- 
ligation te observe Lent faith- 
fully, and in order that parting 
with the money they give may 
not be felt because it represents 
savings from abstentions from 
shows and candies and alcoholic 
beverages, etc. 

Speaking of the need of food 
in Europe, Pope Pius XII re- 
cently said: 

“Bread, in the literal sense 
of the word, is needed by entire 
populations who, because of its 
lack, are becoming weak, worn 
out, enervated and the prey of 
disease .... It is but human 
that they, upon whom fortune is 
smiling, should be inclined to 
keep aloof and forget the 
wretchedness of others. Nothing 
is so well suited. . . to peace as 
help, liberally given by state to 
state, by a people to a people, 
without regard to national 
boundaries, so that nations, lay- 
ing aside feelings of rivalry and 
of vengeance, restraining their 
craving for power ... may learn 
to understand, tolerate and help 
one another.” 

Most countries in Europe, 
where suffering is intense, are 
Catholic; at least two-thirds of 
all displaced persons, of whom 
there were 6,110,980 at the end 
of the war, are Catholics. Yet 
Protestant denominations are all 
driving for larger amounts of 
relief money than the Bishops 
of the United States are.

she states further, “that the class- 
less society would eventually solve 
all the problems of life, he can 
hardly im it would solve the 
problem of death. That problem 
would still remain.” 


The former Congresswoman, in 
summing up her disillusionment 
with psychoanalysis and the Freu- 
dian techniques, declares that the 
real evil of this practice is that 
it tries to hide under a “quasi- 
medical, quasi-sciertific, wholly 
materialistic jargon” the fact that 
men and women “do sin and are 
responsible for their sins to s0- 
ciet}? and God.” 


“Above all,” she writes, “the 
profoundest mischief of the ana- 
lyst is the notion he has spread 
abroad that God is a cowardly con- 
cept man invented to keep from 
giving himself that final pull at 
his bootstraps which will land him 
in the millennium.” 


Mrs. Luce touches upon the 
present-day argument that the tre- 
mendous discoveries of science in 
recent years have outmoded relig- 
ion, or that religion must call for 
some sort of an “armistice” with 
science. 

“Science has worked marvels in 
our days,” she acknowledges. “It 
will probably work still more mar- 
vels. But it has not yet explained 
why, in the words of St. Augus- 
tine, for good or evil ‘we live be- 
yond the limits of our body.’ It 
has not explained the ancient 
thirst of the human soul for God 
and his ancient solicitation by the 
devil.” 

“Where does one find priests 
who have the light of Faith burn- 
ing so clear in their minds that 
they will cry: ‘God is Love, and 
Jesus is our Saviour, and to this 
proposition it makes no difference 
whether the universe expands or 
contracts, whether the atom has 
been split or not. The uses to 
which man will put atomic energy 
will entirely depend on whether 
or not he worships the God of 
Love. I am here to tell you about 
the Trinity, not atomic fission.’ ” 
“I find such priests now very 
often in Catholic churches.”
